DEMAS 


Paul has just written the sad words to Timothy: “Demas 
@ forsaken me, having loved this present world.” 

es, Demas, his fellow labourer and companion in his 
first imprisonment (Philemon 24), had forsaken him 
when he needed him most—within a short time of his 
execution. The pathos of it all, however, is not just in 
the fact that he left Paul but rather his reason for 
leaving—he loved, had fallen in love with this present 
world so much that his love for Paul and Christ Jesus 
had become only a secondary thing. 

He was a quitter, and a quitter never wins; therefore he 
lost and so far as we know he was swallowed up in 
Thessalonica and lost to God and history forever except 
the fact that once he was a Christian and a disciple of 
Paul to—at the most crucial moment—desert his teacher 
and father in the gospel, as well as Christ. Whatever may 
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have been his reason for deserting Paul, surely he was 
not justified. It could have been his yearning to be at 
home with loved ones and friends, and then it could 
have been the magnetic power of a one-time business or 
old lucrative trade that kept pulling at his heart until he 
was overcome—both have been the cause of many of our 
preachers running out on their churches and overseers. 
But whether these things were responsible, or the strain 
and stress of the constant persecution he and Paul were 
undergoing, and Paul’s pending death, one who reads these 
melancholy words from the heart and pen of the greatest 
friend that Demas ever had, “Demas hath forsaken me 
having loved this present world, only Luke is with me,” 
could wish a million times that he had been as 
faithful as Luke and thereby gone down in history as a 
oe faithful friend, instead of a cold-hearted tenderfoot 
slacker. 

Now that another world war is apparently in the 
making, I am reminded of the hundreds of members 
and ministers who becamé so engrossed with their war- 
time jobs and the big wages that they forgot God and 
His church and joined the Demases. The mad rush was 
finally ended, and then they found themselves, like the 
prodigal, in the most embarrassing circumstancés to be 
thought of—sinners, sinners against heaven, against 
their pastors, and against their Christian home, the 
Church of God. Some returned to receive forgiveness and 
restoration of fellowship and joy; others are still buried 
in their Thessalonica, only to be remembered by the 
Demas epithet “He hath forsaken me, having loved this 
present world.” It will pay every member and minister to 
weigh this question pearsrteny and thoughtfully: “When 
my history in the Church of God is read in centuries to 
come, with what class will I be, the Lukes or the Demases?” 

Then, there is a third man, John Mark. You remember 
that he ran out on Paul and Barnabas on their first 
missionary journey. Evidently, homesickness or some- 
thing of like nature was responsible. Nevertheless, he 
was a deserter, and Paul felt he should be punished until 
he had paid for such a trespass against God and His 
cause. Years have passed, and although very little is 
recorded about the work of John Mark and Barnabas to- 
gether. Paul, no doubt, had kept up with them and was 
convinced that John Mark was no lon—ger the flippant, 
home-loving, deserting fellow he was in yesteryears, in the 
earlyearly part of Paul’s ministry; and now that he is near- 
ing the end of his ministry, he invites Timothy to bring 
John Mark to visit with him, “for he is profitable to me 
for the ministry.” Yes, John Mark made a comeback, and 
honorable mention is made of him by both Peter and Paul. 
This shows that though for one cause or another, a person, 
minister or member, has forfeited his standing and fel- 
lowship with the church and ministry, there is redemption 
and restoration for them and the possibility of their ob- 
taining sainthood, as did John Mark who wrote the book 
bearing his name and title—Saint Mark. 

Have you run out on God and His'church as a minister 
or member? If so, which are you going to pattern after, 
John Mark or Demas?

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“ General Overseers Convention 


Again the season of the year which reveals the status of the 
Church work is here. State conventions and camp meetings are 
always a blessed time of rejoicing, because of a thanksgiving to 
God for what has been accomplished, a time of fellowship, a dis- 


covery of talent, a harvest of souls, a deepening of spiritual life, 
an encouragement to the saints, a revelation! 


WISCONSIN—Our first convention 
for this year was in Wausau, Wis. 
Brother Y. W. Kidd, the state overseer, 
with Brother Cox, the pastor, had 
things in readiness for the conven- 
tion, with a big smile of welcome and 
a handclasp of brotherly kindness. 
Rev. Ray Hughes was the evangelist 
for the night services and was doing 
a good job of preaching holiness. The 
report of the work showed good prog- 
ress. The need here is more workers 
and more finance to help support the 
workers. Brother Kidd is loved and 
appreciated by his people. 


ASSEMBLY OF THE COLORED 
PEOPLE—In Jacksonville, Fla., at the 
auditorium on the corner of Blue and 
Steele streets, the Assembly was in 
full swing. Brother George A. Wallace, 
the overseer, and his staff of minis- 
ters were carrying on in a great way, 
and God was blessing. 

The report of their work shows the 
greatest gain in any one year of the 
history of the Colored Work. There 
had been much work and improve- 
ment on the first floor of the audi- 
torium, and the plans are to redeco- 
rate the main auditorium, which will 
add much to the appearance of the 
building on the inside. May the Lord 
give them another great year of suc- 
cess. 


FLORIDA CAMP MEETING—The 
old familiar spot where so many have 
been blessed of the Lord in the many

WEST VIRGINIA—The State con- 
vention was held in the City Audi-

ALABAMA—The camp meeting was 
held on the campground located on a 
hill and adjoining the Super High- 
way between Birmingham and Bes- 
semer. 

There had been much more seating 
room provided, by making the floor 
of the tabernacle twenty feet wider 

n each side; but this was all seated 

its capacity, with a large congre- 
gation standing, Chairs were brought 
in until the congregation was seated 
right up to the platform where the 
choir and pulpit joined the congrega- 
tion, and those on about four rows of 
seats would have to move when the 
altar call was made each night, to 
give room for the people to kneel and 
seek the Lord. 

Rev. Ray Hughes was the camp 
meeting speaker and seemed to have a 
special anointing for this meeting. 
Many reported it was the greatest 
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camp meeting in the history of the 
Church of God in Alabama. As many 
as 168 were counted in the altar in 
one service, and as many as twelve 
were saved in one service. I suppose no 
one will ever know how many received 
an experience from the Lord in this 
meeting. 

Rev. W. E. Johnson, the state over- 
seer, reports a great year of progress 
for the State of Alabama. In the two 
years since the last General Assembly, 
he reports they have organized about 
forty-two churches, built many new 
church buildings, and parsonages, and 
with a band of ministers and laity as 
there is in Alabama, he feels that 
great things will be accomplished next 
year.

GEORGIA—Brother E. L. Simmons, 
the state overseer, who has served 
the Church many years in various 
capacities, says he has never been 
treated better and has never enjoyed 
his work any more than he has while 
serving as state overseer of Georgia. 

During the camp meeting, which 
was held on the campground between 
Atlanta and Buford, Ga., the notes 
were burned, showing that their en- 
tire campground indebtedness was 
liquidated, raising $62,000 in the two 
years, and now the camp is debt-free. 
Let us praise the Lord! 

Rev. D, C. Boatwright was the camp 
meeting speaker, and was preaching 
under the anointing of the Spirit. His 
messages were inspirational and con- 
victing, bringing results. 

Georgia shows a good increase in 
membership, new church buildings 
and new parsonages. But they say 
now that the camp debt is liquidated, 
they are going all-out for evangelism. 
Keep your eyes on Georgia! She plans 
her greatest forward move in the sal- 
vation of souls and the organization 
of new churches. Unity, conviction, 
determination and, the power and 
presence of God will bring it about. 


OKLAHOMA—On the campground 
at Chandler, Okla., the camp meeting 
was in full swing. Brother Hindmon, 
the state overseer, was happy about 
the progress of his work, and there 
was a good spirit prevailing among 
the people. 

Brother Earl P. Paulk was the camp 
meeting speaker and was preaching 
with all his might, as is his custom. 
Earl, Jr., was conducting the Bible 
study, and many expressed their ap- 
preciation of his sincerity and their 
enlightenment by attending the 
study. 

Oklahoma has had a successful year 
and shows a good gain in member- 
ship. 

We were entertained in the home of 
Brother and Sister Hindmon and en- 
joyed our stay. 


ILLINOIS—We arrived in Illinois on 
Monday, after they had a great day 
Sunday. Brother M. P. Cross, the state 
overseer, reported that the camp 
meeting had been fine, a good spirit 
prevailing, fine attendance, a new 


tabernacle, and just so many people 
they would have to enlarge the tab- 
ernacle, although it is 80 by 120 feet 
and just built. Think of it, too small 
the first year! Well, just keep growing 
Illinois. 

All of these things make you Say, 
“Praise the Lord”—when you see the 
Church growing, in membership, min- 
isters, new churches organized, at- 
tendance at camp meetings, new 
campgrounds bought, new tabernac- 
les built, and numbers praying 
through to the Holy Ghost. 

Brother Beaube was the camp 
meeting speaker and was doing some 
fine preaching, blessing the hearts 
and lives of the people. Some were 
praying through. 


ARKANSAS—When we arrived in 
Forrest City, the camp meeting spirit 
was running high as the meeting was 
in full swing, being held under a large 
tent by the side of the local church. 
The people seemed to be free in the 
Lord, enjoying a good meeting, sing- 
ing, shouting, praising the Lord, and 
commenting on the good preaching 
they were having. 

Rev. L. L. Hughes, the state over- 
seer, seemed to have the confidence 
of the people and was having cooper- 
ation from the congregation.

The reports were that some had been 
saved and a number baptized in 
water. 

Brother Pospisil, the state overseer, 
was managing everything in his good, 
kind way. He is loved by the Montana 
people, and those who know Brother 
Pospisil have yore in him. 

Our work in Montana is small, but 
we have some fine people in that 
territory. 

The weather was very pleasant. The 
altitude of the camp there among 
the mountains was about 5,500 feet, 
and it was just, cool and pleasant. 
Their camp meeting and state con- 
= were to convene the next 
week. 


IOWA—This was the last convention 
on our schedule for this summer. 
Since the General Assembly convenes 
this year, the state overseers desired 
to get the conventions and camp 
meetings over before so late in the 
year. 

The Iowa camp was about eight 
miles out of Des Moines, in a nice oak 
grove, under a large tent. It was real- 
ly a camp meeting, since they used 
tents for their housing, as also was 
done at the Oklahoma meeting. 

Brother Carl Cox, the state over- 
seer, was rejoicing in the Lord be- 
cause of the fine spirit prevailing in 
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the meeting, and the people were en- 
joying their freedom in the Lord. He 
seemed to have the confidence of the 
people. 

Rev. C. E. Richard was the camp 
meeting speaker and was, as his cus- 
tom is, hewing to the line and letting 
the chips fall where they would. Many 
were shouting over the messages, and 
some were praying through at the 
altar, There are great possibilities for 
the Church of God in Iowa.

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Facts About Divine 


Exodus 15:26, “I am the Lord THAT 
HEALETH THEE.” The Lord is the 
Healer, and with Him there is no 
respect of persons. “Who (He) heal- 
eth all thy diseases,” Psalm 103:3. 
Healing and salvation go hand in 
hand. Both are provided for in the 
atonement. In Isaiah 53 we find. “He 
was wounded for our transgressions 
(sins) ... with his stripes we are 
healed.” Psalm 103:3, He “forgiveth 
all thine iniquities; who healeth all 
thy diseases.” In Mark 2 a sick sin- 
ner was brought to Jesus. Jesus healed 
and saved him at the same time. In 
James 5 we are told the sick can be 
healed and have sins forgiven at the 
same time. 


By Faith 


God has allowed various methods 
of approach to divine healing, but 
always BY FAITH—faith on the part 
of the one needing healing, as well 
as on the part of the minister. A lu- 
natic, a child, or one dead could not 
have faith, but at the same time he 
could not doubt, and in such cases 
God will honor the effort according 
to the prayer of faith of those who 
are praying. 

You will notice I used the word 
“according.” Jesus said on one oc- 
casion, “Be it unto you according to 
your faith.” Again, “All things are 
possible to him that believeth.” In 
Mark 11 He said, “When ye pray, be- 
lieve... and ye shall have them.” It 
takes faith and obedience to be 
healed; it takes the same to keep 
healed. Jesus told one who had been 
healed to go (obey) and sin no more, 
lest a worse thing come upon him. 
Many have been healed and then 
failed to live for God. Therefore, they 
lost their faith, and affliction came to 
them again. This gave the adversary 
an occasion to speak reproachfully 
against this great blessing, and many 
are frightened away. The same can 
be said of salvation—some are saved 
and do not hold out; they backslide 
and bring reproach on the great 
cause. But can we quit preaching the 
saving grace of God because some do 
not hold out. The answer is, “Ten 
thousand times no.” Neither should 
we quit preaching healing because 
some lose their blessing through dis- 
obedience and unbelief. 

There are degrees of faith; not dif- 
ferent kinds, but degrees. Some peo- 
ple have more faith than others. 
Jesus said, “According to your faith.” 
The disciples said, “Increase our 
faith.” In Luke 24 we see that some 
were slow to believe. Faith cometh by 
hearing the Word of God. Rom. 10:17. 
Just as there are degrees of faith, so 
are there degrees of results. Some 
have faith to pray for themselves and 
be healed. James 5:13 and Psalm 6:2. 
Others need one who can pray the 
prayer of FAITH. James 5:14, 15. Some 
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have the GIFT of faith; some the 
GIFT of healing,’and some the GIFT 
of miracles. All these various gifts 
come by the Holy Ghost (1 Corin- 
thians 12) and according to the meas- 
ure of our faith in God. Paul said in 
Rom. 12:6 that these gifts are AC- 
CORDING TO THE PROPORTION OF 
OUR FAITH. I have heard it said, 
“If So-and-so has the gift of healing, 
why are not all he grays for healed?” 
Well, there are three answers I can 
give to this question. One is: If So- 
and-so doesn’t have the gift, why are 
some of them healed? Then why were 
some healed and some not healed by 
the apostles? Mark 9. Yea, even Jesus 
failed sometimes. He said it was be- 
cause of their (not His) unbelief. 
Matt. 13:58. Then in Mark 9 and 
Matthew 9 you will find faith lacking 
on the part of the ones who had the 
gift, but couldn’t exercise the gift 
BECAUSE of their own unbelief. The 
third answer is: All who come forward 
for salvation aren’t saved. You will 
say that is true. Then should we quit 
preaching and having revivals because 
some, or all, are not saved? Again the 
answer is, “NO.” Neither should we 


quit telling people God can heal be- 


cause some are not healed. 

I mentioned various methods God 
has honored in healing different peo- 
ple. I think these methods were 
used for the sole purpose of releasing 
the faith of the one desiring to be 
healed. He told one man to go dip 
seven times in one certain river. No 
other river would have sufficed. There 
was no virtue in the river; it was in 
the command of God. Psalm 107:20, 
“He sent his word, and healed.” To an- 
other He said to go dip in the pool; 
he went and returned with his heal- 
ing. Again He said to lay hands on the 
sick and anoint them with oil, and 
the Lord shall raise them up, James 
5. Some believed they could be healed 
by the shadow of Peter passing over 
them. One woman, after spending all 
she had, trying to regain her health, 
heard of the great healing minis- 
try of Jesus. She said, “If I could but 
touch the hem of his garment, I 
would be made whole.” She heard, 
believed, and told Him all (made a 
full confession) the truth. Jesus 
healed her. It was not the cloth that 
healed her, but in this touch her faith 
was released, virtue went out of 
Him, and she was healed. Can that 
virtue be transferred by a garment or 
a piece of cloth? Can a germ or 
a disease be transferred by a piece of 
cloth or garment? The answer is, 
“yes.” We know this is true, for not 
only medical science, but also the Bible 
tells us it is true. Lev. 13:47. Why, 
then, should we doubt that God can 


cloth? In Acts 19:12 we find not onl 
the sick were healed, but devils wer 
cast out by the blessed cloth. Some 
one has asked if it were needful to 
anoint the cloths. In Acts 12:19, the 
record did not say Paul anointed the 
aprons and handkerchiefs, but in 
James 5 we are told to anoint the sick 
with oil, and taking the two scrip- 
tures into consideration, no one could 
have grounds to forbid it. 

Some have asked about laying hands 
on the radio while the minister is 
praying. My answer is this: I believe 
there are better ways of assisting the 
seeker. I don’t want to be too critical 
for many have testified of being 
healed in this manner, and if they 
are healed, let us rejoice together. I 
have never used this method. I usual- 
ly tell the people God is a present 
help in time of trouble, that He has 
promised to be with us unto the end 
of the world. 

One time while preaching on “A 
GOD AT HAND,” I said, “Poor, sick 
and suffering radio friend, He is 
standing by your bed now. Lift u 

our feeble hand; put it in the big 

and of Jesus, and He will bring you 
out.” Just at that instant, a man in 
another state, who had T.B. in the 
worst stage, one who had been given 
up to die, came out of the bed shout- 
ing and healed. I went to pray for a 
man who had a religious paper on his 
body, and to be truthful, I didn’t 
think so much of it. But he had con- 
fidence, not in the paper so much, 
but that it was holy material; it be- 
longed to God. He said that many 
have been healed that way. Later I 
heard of others blessed through 
my paper, THE WORD OF GOD DE- 
FENDER, and as I thought on these 
things, I heard a voice say, “If God 
can cast out devils and heal through 
a blessed cloth (Acts 19), why doubt 
that He can do the same thing 
through a religious paper that is 
filled with testimonies and sermons 
about God and His power?” 

I have not been so critical and skep- 
tical as some may think. My trouble 
was that I have been fearful. I hav 
been fearful because of what has hap- 
pened to others who claimed, may I 
say, to have the gift of healing; of

wreck, yea, even seemed to make 
merchandise of the gift of God. As I 
thought on these things, I heard a 
voice say, “Many, in preaching the 
saving grace of God, have done the 
same thing. Are you going to quit 
pernes that God can save and 
eep because some have failed?” The 
answer is NO. Neither should we quit 
preaching divine healing because some 
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have brought shame. Another reason, 
or should I say excuse, for my fear 
was that I might claim something 
for myself that belonged to the 
Church. And as I thought on this, I 
heard a voice say, “He (Jesus) gave 
GIFTS TO MEN,” Eph. 4:8. Again He 
called twelve (men) unto Him, and 
then seventy (more men) and gave 
them power to cast out devils and 
to heal all manner of diseases. 

By this time the spirit of fear was 
weakening. I told some of my friends 
how God was dealing with me in this 
grace of healing, but it didn’t seem 
to impress them so much. So again 
the spirit of fear seized me, and for 
many months, yea years, I had a 
battle—God trying to lead me out 
and the spirit of fear holding me 
back. I said, “Lord, I am too little and 
weak for such a blessing as the gift 
of healing.” Then I heard a voice say, 
“Which is greater, the gift or the 
Giver?” Then all I could say was “Cer- 
tainly the Giver is greater than the 
gift.” “Well, who is the Giver?” The 
answer is the Holy Ghost. “Do you 
have the Holy Ghost?” “Yes!” And in 
every argument I put up, I was de- 
feated. Then one time when I could 
say no more, I was fasting and pray- 
ing. I cried out and said, “O Lord, 
what shall I do?” He said, “Preach 
the full gospel, a gospel of full de- 
liverance.” I said, “Lord, how can I 
claim”—I was interrupted by a voice 
that said, “I gave you the gift, and 
ministry ‘of healing while you were 
yet pastoring your second church.” All 
at once I began to think over my past 
ministry. At this second church many 
signs and wonders were wrought in 
His mighty name. Deaf ears were 
opened, being witnessed by many; 
also, a lady was healed of St. Vitus’ 
dance after five doctors had given 
her up. One man near seventy years 
old stood up one Sunday night in a 
packed house. He said, “Brother Batts, 
do you see this old cancer on the side 
of my face? God can heal me.” Then 
the devil said, “What will you do now? 
Boy, you are on the spot.” I grabbed 
the oil, ran to the man, and anoint- 
ed him several times in the name of 
Jesus. What happened? The next Sun- 
day night he was there with the 
cancer in a box and his face healed, 
without even a scar to be seen. 

Now I will tell you of the greatest 
miracle in all my ministry. It also 
happened at the second church I 
pastored. It will be hard for some to 
believe, yet it is true. My wife, three 
daughters, and son, also friends and 
members of the church at Columbus, 
Georgia, my second church to serve, 
will read this. For their sakes I could 
not afford to tell anything but the 
truth. Believe me when I tell you that 
through prayer, my son, after being 
sick for days, and after being pro- 
nounced dead by his own mother and 
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an A wife, was raised up by God Al- 
ghty. It was about 9 p.m.. We had 
been fasting and praying for him. I 
stood on our back porch. The angel 
of God stood in the yard. When I saw 
him, I trembled with fear. As I stood 
trembling, I heard a voice say, “Fear 
not, Son; I have come to tell you your 
son shall surely live.”’ And thank God, 
he is alive and with us today! 


Since the first time I entered the 
pulpit, I have trusted God fully with 
my body. I was so sick at one time 
that I prayed for God to take me or 
t was at 2 p.m. At 4 p.m. 
I came out of the bed and went to 
church that night. In my few years of 
carrying the gospel, I have seen many 
wonderful healings in the name of 
Jesus. I have seen walking sticks and 
crutches thrown away; the lame made 
to walk; blind eyes opened; deaf ears 
unstopped; hands that were drawn 
made straight; and paralyzed bodies 
made whole. Some of these great 
healings have been just a few weeks 
and months ago. One lady stood in 
our meeting the other night and said 
she had been suffering with an in- 
ternal growth for a long time, and 
one night she had such pain she 
could not sleep. While praying, she 
heard a voice say, “If you will write 
and send an offering to Brother Batts 
and help him keep my Word going 
out, I will heal you.” She obeyed and 
God healed her. 

Healing Campaign 

How can anyone have gay ev 
put up a sign and advertise a heal- 
ing campaign, and tell the people to 
bring in the sick and let God heal 
them? And what if some are not 
healed? What will the critics say? All 
these and other questions can be 
asked. But listen to this, what is the 
difference in advertising a healing 
campaign and a soul-saving cam- 
paign? Have you ever heard of a city- 
wide soul-saving campaign where they 
bring the unsaved? What is the dif- 
ference? The sinner is invited out, 
then preached to; he believes and 
obeys and God saves him. The same 
is true of healing services. The sick 
and suffering are invited to come; 
they hear the message on divine heal- 
ing, and believe and obey, and God 
heals them. Salvation and healing are 
both provided for in the atonement 
and can be realized by faith and 
obedience. In Mark 2:1-14, we read 
that Jesus entered into Capernaum, 
and it was noised (advertised) He was 
in the house, and they brought in the 
sick and He healed them. Matt. 4:23, 
24, “And Jesus went about .. 
teaching ... and preaching the gospel 
... and healing all manner of sick- 
ness and all manner of disease among 
the people. And his fame went 
throughout all Syria: and they 
brought unto him all sick people that 
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were taken with divers diseases and 
torments, and those which were pos- 
sessed with devils, and those which 
were lunatick, and those that had the 
palsy; and he healed them.” 

My subject is THE TRUTH ABOUT 
DIVINE HEALING. And the truth is 
that God has, can, and is still healing 
all who meet His condition for heal- 
ing. We are living in the last day; 
the latter rain is falling; men and 
women are being filled with the bless- 
ed Holy Ghost, as in Acts 2:1-4; 10:46- 
48; 19:1-9, and are being healed by 
grace divine. He is the same yester- 
day, today, and tomorrow. Thank God 
for the ministry and grace of divine 
healing.

More states are purchasing camp- 
grounds and those states where there 
have been campgrounds for years are 
enlarging their quarters. A number of 
states have bought more land; others 
are building larger and better taber- 
nacles. Scores of new cottages on 
campgrounds are to be built before 
another camp meeting season, while 
many of the states have built cottages 
during the past year. Some states are 
contemplating as many as fifty new 
cottages for their next camp meeting. 
It would be impossible to estimate the 
value of a good camp meeting to the 
churches in a state. It seems that 
people are drawn closer to one an- 
other, as well as closer to God—bet- 
ter fellowship, greater love, better 
understanding of one another’s prob- 
lems, more consideration for each 
other. It brings all parties into one 
big family; and with the Holy Ghost 
as their teacher and leader, eternity 
alone will reveal the great good that 
is accomplished. 


ARIZONA—My first camp meeting 
this year was in Arizona. It was held 
in Phoenix, in the new church build- 
ing where Brother Diffie is pastor. 
This building was an ideal place for 
the camp meeting, and seated mary 
more than the building had hereto- 
fore. A spirit of fellowship and co- 
operation prevailed throughout the 
entire meeting. The overseer, Rev. 
John E. Douglas, and his ministers 
seemed to be in full harmony. The 
messages at night were brought by 
John Douglas, Jr., and were filled with 
inspiration and power. No special 
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healing services were held, but in the 
various services people were prayed 
for and many were healed. Some of 
the most outstanding healings I have 
ever seen were the result of prayer 
for the sick. It was a great meeting, 
indeed. 


OHIO—The Ohio camp meeting was 


held on the Methodist Campground: 


at Lancaster, an excellent setting for 
a great camp meeting, with plenty of 
room for everybody to shout. Its being 
located in the center of the State, 
but some distance from all but a few 
churches, seemed to hinder the at- 
tendance somewhat. However, during 
the week end the congregation was 
larger than had been expected, and 
the largest, they said, they had had 
at this place. Luther Turner, pastor 
of the church at Cincinnati, Ohio, did 
the night preaching. Multitudes of 
people were blessed, and many came 
to the altar, He is a great preacher. 
Those who know the state overseer, 
Brother E. C. Clark, are well acquaint- 
ed with his ability to manage any 
business affairs that may be neces- 
sary. People in Ohio have a mind to 
work, and we anticipate a great 
future for Ohio. 


KENTUCKY—A minister’s service 
preceding the camp meeting in Ken- 
tucky was quite outstanding and, no 
doubt, added a great deal to the 
camp meeting. The ministers all met 
on Monday afternoon, and observed 
the Lord’s Supper and feet washing. 
It was not the first minister’s meeting 
in that state. God has met with the 
ministers there on previous occasions 
and wonderfully poured out His Spir- 
it. The preaching was done by various 
ministers, of the State of Kentucky 
and other states. The overseer, Rev. 
L. H. Aultman, was highly praised 
for the accomplishments of the 
Church and his work for the past four 
years. Kentucky has grown from one 
of the smaller states to one of the 
larger states, and is rapidly pushing 
toward the top. 


TEXAS—People came from all parts 
of the great State of Texas. The 
campground was too small. All avail- 
able space seemed to be taken for 
cars, tents, and people. The tabernac- 
le has been too small for many years, 
but this was more noticeable this time 
than ever before. “Never has there 
been so many people at the camp 
meeting in Texas,” was the expression 
from many. The overseer, Rev. E, O. 
Kerce, is well versed in camp meetings, 
and he seemed to know exactly how 
to moderate. The ministers of the 


State showed their appreciation for 
the work Brother Kerce had done. 
Thea Jones, who is_ well-known, 
brought some of the most wonderful 
messages we have ever heard, at the 
night services. Scores of people testi- 
fied to being healed. There was a long 
prayer line each evening, with great 
results. 


CALIFORNIA — The Presbyterians 
turned their campground. over to us 
for the entire camp meeting. Enter- 
tainment was provided in the many 
camp cottages on the campground. 
The crowds were larger than ever 
before. Brother J. H. Hughes, the 
overseer, reported that the work had 
grown until the State had reached a 
higher bracket. It is now taking its 
place among the other self-supporting 
states. The son of the state overseer, 
Rev. Ray Hughes, did the night 
preaching, as well as conducting the 
Bible study each morning. Many peo- 
ple came to the Lord for salvation 
as a result of the earnest appeals of 
the evangelist. It was not his first 
meeting in California, and he seemed 
to be perfectly at home in the pulpit. 
Floods of glory were poured out on 
the congregation from time to time 
as the Lord met with the people. 


WASHINGTON—I did not get to 
attend the camp meeting in the State 
of Washington, but was there at the 
opening of the youth camp, which 
preceded the camp meeting. The 
youth camp and camp meeting were 
held on the new campground site a 
few miles across the line from Port- 
land, Oregon. Being a new camp- 
ground and not developed as yet, the 
camp meeting and _ entertainment 
were mostly in tents. These all seemed 
to be filled the first night, as well 
as the available rooms in the neigh- 
borhood; but other tents were soon 
available, to be erected as necessity 
demanded. Rev. Charles Conn, editor 
of The LIGHTED PATHWAY, was the 
guest speaker. He had been there be- 
fore and was widely welcomed by the 
people of Washington, Oregon, and 
Idaho again this year. Brother R. C. 
Muncy, the overseer, with his pleas- 
ing personality, was spreading cheer 
and attempting to drive away any 
gloom that might be existing. Many 
young people were present at the 
youth camp—some for recreation, 
some for salvation. The great North- 
west is white unto harvest, and the 
doors are wide open. 


KANSAS—The City Park in Coffee- 
ville, Kansas, was the home of the 
Kansas convention and camp meeting 
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again this year. This is a beautiful 
park, with restaurant equipment, nice 
hall for the camp meeting, and plenty 
of room for camping tents, trailers, 
etc. The charge to us for the camp 
meeting was only $15. The camp 
meeting was held through the 4th of 
July, and in some other sections of 
the park a celebration was going on 
with plenty of fireworks, at one time 
particularly, so our camp meeting in 
Kansas at least had the fire. Of 
course, that was some disadvantage, 
but at the same time there was some 
advantage in it, in that some people 
who would never have come to a 
camp meeting or Pentecostal service 
did come by and listen to the singing 
and see what was going on. Kansas 
has made the greatest progress in its 
history. The people praise their over- 
seer, Rev, W. E. Dowdy, highly, and 
are well pleased with the work that 
has been done in the State. E. M. Ellis 
was the night speaker and seemed to 
catch the spirit of the camp meeting, 
along with some fire, also. He 
preached some great messages, and it 
was a little surprising to some to see 
him whirling around in the pulpit, 
leaving the rostrum and taking walk- 
ing spells, or what the most of us 
would call “shouting spells,” during 
his sermons. Many people sought the 
Lord for salvation. 


NORTH DAKOTA—The people of 
North Dakota had as their guest 
speaker Rev. Leonard Carroll, of An- 
derson, S. C. His messages are al- 
ways filled with good sound gospel 
and plenty of enthusiasm. The con- 
gregation was moved from time to 
time insomuch that scores of people 
filled the altar before the camp meet- 
ing was over. The long altar from one 
side of the tabernacle to the other 
would not hold the people, many 
kneeling at the front benches. The 
overseer, Brother Glenn C. Pettyjohn, 
was never idle. He was always busy 
conducting the affairs that became 
his duty. 

Rev. F. W. Lemons, of Iowa, had 
charge of the Bible study classes. 
They were well attended and great 
interest was shown. 

Five more acres of land was pur- 
chased during the camp meeting, to 
add to their campground and school 
property, The new addition includes 
some very valuable buildings, which 
will be a great asset in housing stu- 
dents and faculty for the coming term 
of school. The contract had also been 
let for a large dormitory, which has 
been badly needed. Many are looking 
forward, with great enthusiasm, to 
their school in the future. 


WESTERN CANADA—The camp 
meeting in Western Canada started 
off with a bang. The Klaudt family 
was in the opening service to render 
special music. Brother Leonard Carroll 
was the night speaker in Canada, also, 
and did not seem to lose any of his 
fervor in changing from Dakota to 
Canada. Brother J. A. Rafferty, over- 
seer of Canada, was, as usual, demon- 
strating great enthusiasm and look- 
ing forward to the greatest camp 
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meeting in the Province. Several peo- 
ple came to the altar at the very 
first service, seeking salvation, sancti- 
fication, and the Baptism with the 
Holy Ghost. Some new churches had 
recently been organized, which added 
a. oy optimism that already pre- 
vailed. 


MISSOURI —tThe Missouri camp 
meeting was held in the Washington 
Park at Flat River, a beautiful site 
for a camp meeting. A tent was 
stretched under the shade trees, which 
helped to keep it cool and added to 
the pleasant weather during the camp 
meeting. Brother W. H. Henry, state 
overseer, reported that they had had 
their best year in many respects. The 
camp meeting was good from the very 
beginning. Brother E. M. Ellis had 
come over from Kansas to do the 
night preaching, and his messages 
were filled with power and demon- 
stration by the Holy Spirit. The Lord 
gave him a special anointing, and his 
appeal to souls for salvation brought 
conviction to many. Missouri is still 
marching forward,-and we are praying 
for a great harvest of souls in the 
near future. 


NEW YORK AND NEW JERSEY— 
There was quite a contrast in the 
convention in New York City and most 
of the conventions elsewhere. In New 
York the meeting was held in a Span- 
ish mission hall in Brooklyn. One had 
to look almost straight up to see his 
way out, as tall buildings were on all 
sides. People standing and looking out 
the windows and sitting in the win- 
dows, trying to get a little fresh air 
and light, could be seen up and down 
the street. Scores of children were 
playing in the street, as there was no 
other place to play. Since the meetin 
was in the Spanish Mission Hall, mos 
of the services were conducted in both 
English and Spanish. The sermons 
were given in English and interpreted 
in Spanish, but the Lord was there in 
a great way. Both Spanish and Eng- 
lish-speaking people shouted together, 
talking in tongues, and felt keenly 
the presence of the Holy Ghost. The 
overseer, Rev. John H. Adair, has 
worked hard in New Jersey and New 
York. This year he had separate con- 
ventions—one in New Jersey and one 
in New York. Both were blessed by 
the presence of the Holy Spirit. We 
never shall forget the beautiful sing- 
ing in this convention and the excel- 
lent interpreter who put plenty of 
force and feeling in her interpreta- 
tions. 

MARYLAN D—Camp meetings in 
Maryland is no new thing. Many peo- 
ple have been blessed on these same 
camp-meeting grounds before. The 
overseer, Rev. G. W. Lane, was alert 
and did an excellent job in moderat- 
ing. Brother Rippetoe was the night 
speaker, and his messages were very 
effective and brought many to the 
altar for salvation. The Saturday 
night service was turned over to the 
colored people, and my, what a serv- 
ice it was!

hordes swept in upon us every evening 
at approximately fifteen minutes be- 
fore nine o’clock.

Almost everyone fought back with 
both hands while he squirmed and 
tried to a. his eyes on the preach- 
er. Others fled from the tabernacle, 
trying to find a place of escape. The 
territory was sprayed from the air 
and also by ground forces. Then dur- 
ing the _ service, individual hand 
sprays were used, but all seemed to 
no avail. The imps kept coming and 
were still going strong the last night 
of the camp meeting. In spite of all 
that, Maryland enjoyed one of the 
finest camp meetings. 


MAIN E—Maine’s widely known 
camp meeting was again held at 
Appleton on the old campground and 
school site. The attendance was not as 
large as some of the camp meetings, 
inasmuch as Maine is not as thickly 
populated as some of the states, but 
a beautiful country, indeed. The over- 
seer, Brother J. B. Camp, one of the 
finest fellows that you ever met, was 
working hard to make the camp meet- 
ing a success. The ministers, of course, 
were cooperating, as well as the laity. 
Excellent meals were served, with no 
charge except on the free-will offer- 
ing plan. Of course, you had a chance 
to pay for your meal in the morning 
service; then a jar was passed around 
at the table, and again at the next 
service, in case anyone had forgotten. 
But even at that we wondered how 
they could serve such excellent meals 
with what they might be receiving. 
The guest speaker was from Fort Mill,
